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Nestled on gentle sloping land in the city limits of Union is a 
four acre plot of land dedicated for use as a local FFA-sponsored 
Community Garden. This unique and exciting hands-on learning 
concept was initiated and pioneered by veteran Agricultural 
Educator Cleveland Jackson some years ago. “Those students 
who participate in the Outdoor Food Science Laboratory have 
an opportunity to experience the production, harvesting and 
marketing of top quality fresh produce,” Mr. Jackson says. 

“The students design the layout of the garden in the classroom 
before implementing their plans on the land. Drip irrigation is used 
to insure the garden is a success and acquaint the students with the 
latest in agricultural technology,” Mr. Jackson added. 

Among vegetables produced include tomatoes, sweet corn, 
okra, collards, zucchini, yellow squash, cucumbers, cantaloupe, 
watermelon, and pepper. The educational garden has been 
expanded to include a one acre area on the grounds of the Career 
and Technology Center. 

In addition to marketing produce to local residents at the 
garden, the students utilize the local Farmers Market downtown 
to disperse of surplus vegetables. A highlight of the year at the 
garden is the FFA-sponsored Senior Citizens Day and Union 
School District Personnel Day. 

Income from the sale of vegetables is used to pay for FFA 
members to attend the state FFA convention at Clemson 
University, participate in training sessions at the SC FFA 
Leadership Center, serve as delegates to the National FFA 
Convention and the National Leadership Conference in 
Washington, DC. 

“The students and other Union residents continue to discover 
that locally grown vegetables are fresher and tastier and make for a 
healthy diet,” Mr. Jackson said. 

As a result of the successful community garden and numerous 
other educational opportunities for interested students, the 
Union High School Agricultural Education Department has 
been expanded to a two-teacher program. Annette Vaughan, a 
graduate of Hillcrest High School in Simpsonville where she was 
an active FFA member and Honor graduate of Clemson University 
with a BS degree in Agricultural Education, joined the faculty in 
recent years. She is presently pursuing a Master’s in Agricultural 
Education.
